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THE BRONX— "THE NATION'S NINTH CITY" 

The Bronx, "The Fastest Growing Borough of the City of New 
■ York", and the northernmost of the five Boroughs, is the only part of 
the City attached to the mainland. 

It has an area of approximately forty-two square miles. In size, 
it is the fourth Borough in rank; in population, it ranks third. Its 
•population in 1900 was 201,000; in 1920, this number had reached 
732,000, the rate of increase being 264 per cent, which gain was greater 
than that of any two of the other Boroughs taken together over the 
same period. 

Considered as a separate City, The Bronx would rank ninth, in 
point of population, in the United States. The following table presents 
the evidence in the case:

Despite the fact that it is attached to the mainland, The Bronx is 
bordered on three sides by navigable waterways, the East River, Bronx 
Kills, Harlem River, and Hudson River, there being about eighty miles 
of waterfront, a good portion of which is suited to further industrial 
* development. 

On April 1, 1922, there were 11,927 houses of the one-family and 
two-family type, 5,917 modern tenement houses, and 4,786 "old-law" 
tenements. There were 2,065 residence buildings, (tenements, and one 
and two-family houses) under construction. 

It is probably due to the fact that its housing conditions are of the 
best that The Bronx for years has had the lowest death rate and the 
highest birth rate of any of the Boroughs. 

From 1901 to 1910, inclusive, $248,200,000 was spent in building 
operations; from 1911 to 1920, inclusive, $208,700,000. Building opera- 
tions in 1921 entailed $75,668,000, a record-breaking total. 

The Bronx has modern street and sewer systems, and a modern 
system of lighting on all streets. It has 535 track miles of trolley lines, 
subways, elevated lines and steam and electric railroads, while water, 
I telephone, telegraph, gas and electric service are all available in prac- 
tically every nook and corner. 

Within its borders are nearly a dozen high-class department stores, 
while its business districts contain modern establishments with complete 
. lines of standard articles, so that there is no need for any resident of 
! The Bronx to leave the Borough in order to make purchases of any kind. 

The Bronx contains ten precincts of the Police Department, and has 
I within its borders twenty-six Engine Companies and seventeen Hook 
! and Ladder Companies of the Fire Department, all motorized. 

It has sixty-two Public Elementary Schools, with numerous Annexes, 
j thirty-two Parochial Schools, a Continuation School, three Public High 
Schools, and two Universities, of international renown. The largest 
| Public School in the United States is in The Bronx, 
j There are nearly two hundred places of worship, every important 
4 denomination being represented.

All important fraternal organizations have established here repre 
sentative units, and there are numerous athletic, social, civic, boat 
and co-operative clubs, and a country club. 

The Bronx contains 4,172 acres of magnificent Parks and Parkways 
accessibly located, which Park area exceeds those of the four othe: 
Boroughs of the City, taken together, by several hundred acres. Pelhan 
Bay Park, in The Bronx, is the largest Park in the City of New York 

In The Bronx there are nine theatres devoted to the drama ant 
vaudeville, while there are nearly seventy high-class motion pictur< 
theatres. 

There are approximately forty institutions in The Bronx devotee 
to civic relief. Two of the hospitals included in this number have 
a modern automobile ambulance service for emergency relief work 
adequately rendering their service to all sections. 

There are sixteen banking institution's. A comparison of theii 
annual statements reflects the growth of The Bronx. 

There are thirteen branch stations of the New York City Post Office 
with complete carrier service, and numerous sub-stations, at prominenl 
points throughout The Bronx. The United States Government owns a 
plot of land in the lower part of the Borough, on which it is planned 
to erect The Bronx General Post Office. 

INDUSTRIAL ASPECTS OF THE BRONX 

The Bronx is the logical industrial area of Greater New York. 
It has an abundant supply of high-class skilled and un-skilled labor 
within its borders, freight and terminal facilities superior to those of 
any of the other Boroughs, broad, highly-improved thoroughfares, and 
transit facilities extending to its furthermost corners. 

Too much cannot be said of its labor conditions, — the workers are 
housed in modern structures, — their rents are moderate, and conveniences

In the matter of railroad freight facilities there is little to be 
desired. Every trunk line entering New York, except the Pennsylvania 
R. R., has a terminal in The Bronx. The Pennsylvania R. R. Terminal 
is, however, just across the Harlem River, and is easily accessible from 
The Bronx. Water-borne freight facilities are also available, and sites 
are to be had where shipments may be made, or raw material received, 
by either rail or water, directly, eliminating extra hauling expense. 

The rapid industrial growth of the community, however, has demon- 
[ strated the need for even better facilities, which are in a fair way of 
being supplied through the construction of Industrial Belt Lines or 
Marginal Railways, plans for which are maturing. 

The Bronx Board of Trade is co-operating with the Port of New 
York Authority in working out plans for the industrial and commercial 
development of the Borough. 

The layout of streets in the manufacturing zones is extremely 
favorable. The thoroughfares are wide, well-built, low-graded for the 
most part, and radiate from the railroad and steamship terminals like 
the spokes of a wheel. 

Numerous surface, elevated and subway and electric and steam 
railroad lines provide quick and cheap transit for the laboring popula- 
tion to and from all points within The Bronx, and from and to adjoining 
Boroughs as well. 

At the present time there are located in The Bronx some 2,400 
manufacturing establishments, employing approximately 85,000 workers, 
!t and with annual payrolls totalling nearly $100,000,000.

THE BRONX BOARD OF TRADE 

i The Bronx Board of Trade was organized on March 6th, 1894, as 
! "The North Side Board of Trade of the City of New York", having for 
I its purpose the material advancement of the district of the City of New 
York lying north of the Harlem River, until a few years ago better 
I known as "The North Side" than as the "Borough of The Bronx." 

The membership roll was opened to active and energetic business 
I men of the district, or other men having local business interests. 

In order to better carry on its work, on November 8th, 1909, "The 
North Side Board of Trade in the City of New York", was incorporated, 
| the certificate being approved by Henry Bischoff, late Justice of the 
I Supreme Court of the State of New York. 

As an incorporated body, the Board of Trade made greater progress 
! than before, and, as an evidence of this may be cited the fact that a 
| plan to erect a building with suitable meetings rooms for the organiza- 
tion was successfully carried out. The structure is at 137th Street and 
! Third Avenue, The Bronx, the Board Rooms being located on the third 
| floor. They were first occupied on July 22nd, 1912. 

In the fall of 1914, the members of the organization took part, in 
a great membership-increasing campaign, which brought the total up to 
I the thousand mark. 

i At the same time, to cope with the new situation successfully, the 
I name of the body was changed to "The Bronx Board of Trade, Inc.," 

in the City of New York, and a general reorganization was put through, 
I with the result that today this Board of Trade has a working system 
I and a standard of efficiency that are second to very few in the whole 

of the United States. 

The membership on May 1st, 1922, was 1,340.

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BRONX PARKS AND PARKWAYS 

Of the 26,800 acres which are included in the Borough of The Bronx, 4,171 
acres, or in the neighborhood of 16 per cent, are devoted to Park purposes, a P 
area several hundred acres in excess of the combined Park areas of the f 
other Boroughs of the Greater City. 

The Park area of The Bronx also far exceeds the Park areas of Bosl 
Cleveland, Detroit, or Cincinnati. 

All the big Parks, and many of the small ones, are connected with e 
other by a splendid system of Parkways. 

Beginning at the easterly extension of McCombs Dam Park and the noi 
erly end of Franz Sigel Park, THE GRAND BOULEVARD and CONCOUB 
leads northward in an unbroken course to the Mosholu Parkway. Technica 
+he Grand Boulevard and Concourse is not a Parkway, as it is urider the ju 
diction of the President of The Borough of The Bronx, and not under that of 
Park Commissioner, but, for all practical purposes, this imposing avenue, v, 
its breadth of 200 feet, and its four rows of trees, is a link in the Park sysi 
of The Bronx. 

As it runs northward, The Grand Boulevard and Concourse passes Clarem 
Park, three blocks to the eastward; Echo Park, two blocks to the eastward; 
James Park, one block to the westward ; and skirts the west boundary of I 
Park. 

MOSHOLU PARKWAY links Van Cortlandt Park with Bronx Park, and 
a total length of 6,035 feet and an average width of 480 feet. 

CROTONA PARKWAY links Bronx Park and Crotona Park, and has 
length of 3,815 feet and an average width of 100 feet. 

THE BRONX AND PELHAM PARKWAY links Bronx Park and Pelh 
Bay Park, and has a length of 11,861 feet and an average width of 400 feet. 

SPUYTEN DUYVIL PARKWAY has a length of 12,500 feet and a width t 
varies from 60 to 180 feet. It runs from the southwest boundary of Van C< 
landt Park to, approximately, the point where the Harlem River unites with 
Hudson River. 

In a bird's-eye view of the Bronx Park system and its general unity, T\ 
BRONX PARKWAY cannot be overlooked. Officially, it is not a part of the Pi 
system of The Bronx, as it is under the jurisdiction of The Bronx Parkway C< 
mission. It is a strip of land, under development as a Park-bordered Bouleva 
that begins at the northerly boundary of Bronx Park ami runs thence northe 
through the beautiful valley of the Bronx River to the 4,500-acre New Kens 
Lake Reservation in Westchester County.

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BRONX PARK 

Area— 719.12 acres, the New York Zoological Park ("The Bronx Zoo"; 
occupying 263 acres, and the New York Botanical Garden 380.12 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. 

To ZOOLOGICAL PARK. — Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave. or Seventh Ave.-Broad 
way-Lenox Ave. Subway to 180th St. (West Farms) entrance. Harlem Division 
of New York Central Lines, or Third Avenue Elevated Line to Fordham Road 
8tation, entrance being a half mile east. Southern Boulevard, 180th St. cross- 
town, 207th St. (Fordham Road) crosstown, and "Bronx and Van Cortlandt Park" 
trolley cars pass entrances. Motor vehicles and carriages are admitted via 
Pelham Parkway. 

To BOTANICAL GARDEN. — Harlem Division of the New York Central Lines 
to Botanical Garden Station. 

Third Avenue Elevated Railway to station at Bronx Park. 

Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave. or Seventh Ave.-Broadway-Lenox Ave. subway, 
with transfer at 149th Street and Third Avenue Station to Third Avenue Elevated 
a Railway, thence to Bronx Park Station of the "L". 

Trolley cars running on Third Avenue and Webster Avenue to 200th Street 
or Woodlawn Road. 

Trolley lines on White Plains Avenue, east of Bronx Park, from Mount 
Vernon and Williamsbridge, connecting with other trolley lines at West Farms. 

SPECIAL FEATURES 

THE NEW YORK ZOOLOGICAL PARK, occupying the southern half of 
Bronx Park, was originated in 1895 with the New York Zoological Society, a 
scientific corporation having for its objects a "public Zoological Park, the preser- 
vation of our native animals and the promotion of zoology." The Society consists 
of members of all classes, and is charged with the management of the Park. 

Unlike most of the zoological gardens of Europe, the New York Zoological 
Park is free to the public on five days of each week. The pay days are Mondays 
and Thursdays, except that on legal holidays admission is free. The grounds, 
many of the buildings, and an annual maintenance fund are provided by the 
City. The remainder of the buildings and the animal collections are furnished 
by the Society. 

The area of the Park is 263 acres — a magnificent domain to be thus dedicated 
to zoology and public instruction. It contains thirty-five acres of water, and 
M ltB land consists of heavy forests, open forest and meadow glades in about equal 
proportions. The extreme length of the Park is 330 feet less than a mile, and 
its extreme width is about three-fifths of a mile. 

The principal buildings of the Park are the Elephant House, Lion House, 
Primate House, Zebra House, Large Bird House, Reptile House, Antelope, Small 
Deer, Ostrich and Small Mnmmal Houses, Aquatic Bird House, the Administra- 
tion Building and Museum of Heads and Horns. The principal open-air 
enclosures are the Bear Deny, Flying Cage, Pheasant Aviary, and the Eagle and 
Vulture Aviary, Wolf and Fox Dens, Burrowing Rodent Quarters, Beaver Pond, 
Duck Aviary, Wild Fowl Pond, and Mountain Sheep Hill. 

The most valuable and important collections in the Park are the elephants, 
hippopotami and rhinos ; the lions, tigers, and leopards ; the tropical hoofed 
animals, the deer of the world, the bears, the bison herd of twenty-two animals 
and the great collection of apes, baboons and monkeys. The collection of Asiatic 
deer is important, and the Park surroundings of its various herds are beautiful. 
The most interesting animals in the whole collection are the chimpanzees and 
orang-utans, in the Primate House, and the Pigmy Hippopotami. The collec- 
tions of mammals are certainly equal to the largest ar*d finest of their kinds 
to be found elsewhere, and the collection of reptiles is also unsurpassed. 

The collection of living birds is now the richest in species that it ever 
has been. It contains a great number of rare tropical species, including Birds 
of Paradise, Cock-of-the-Rock, a great collection of Toucans, many species of 
Pigeons and Doves, large collections of Parrots, Macaws and Cockatooes, of 
Eagles and Vultures, of Cranes and Pelicans, Swans and other Water-fowl, 
Ostrich, Cassowaries and Emus. Of species that are threatened with extinc- 
tion, the Park contains Trumpeter Swans, Whooping Cranes and one Imperial 
Amazon Parrot. 

THE NEW YORK BOTANICAL GARDEN was established by an Act of 
the Legislature of the State of New York passed in 1891 and amended in 1894 
"for the purpose of establishing and maintaining a Botanical Garden and 
Museum and Arboretum therein, for the collection and culture of plants, flowers,, 
shrubs and trees, the advancement of botanical science and knowledge, and the 
prosecution of original researches, therein and in kindred subjects, for affording 
instruction in the same, for the prosecution and exhibition of ornamental and 
decorative horticulture and gardening, and for the entertainment, recreation and 
instruction of the people." 

■# 
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Located near the Botanical Garden Station of the New York Central Railr 
and the Mosholu Parkway entrance, is the largest botanical museum in the wo 
It has a frontage of 312 feet; the architecture is Italian Renaissance. The fr 
approach to the building is ornamented by a bronze fountain by Carl B. Tt 
and by terra cotta fountains and marble seats designed by the architect of 
building, K. \V. Gibson. Three floors are devoted to public exhibits. The grou 
and buildings are open to the public every day in the year without charge. 

The dominating features of Bronx Park are the Zoological Park and 
Botanical Garden, the finest in the world. Exclusive of these two featu: 
however, the balance of the Park is well worth a visit, for here is founc 
beautiful blending of wild forest land, cultivated lawns and variegated nV 
beds. 

The celebrated "Hemlock Grove" is partially within this territory, and 
picturesque "Gorge of The Bronx River" forms its western boundary. 

The Lorillard Mansion Museum, open 1 to 5 P. M. (free), under the auspi 
of The Bronx Society of Arts and Sciences, contains historical relics, photogra 
and objects of natural history. 

The Lorillard Falls are also well worth seeing, as is also the Lorill 
Snuff Mill, now used as a Park Department Work Shop. 



VAN CORTLANDT PARK 

Area. — Van Cortlandt Park has an area of 1,132.35 acres. 

MEANS OP ACCESS. — Seventh Ave.-Broadway Subway runs direct to the Pi 
Lexington Avenue Subway and Sixth and Ninth Avenue Elevated Railroad Li 
run direct to Park via the Jerome Avenue extension thereof. 

Jerome Avenue cars of the Union Railway skirt the southeast boundary 
the Park and cross the northeast portion. 

Putnam Division of the New York Central Lines (Terminal at Sedgw 
Avenue) to Van Cortlandt Station in Park. 

SPECIAL FEATURES. — A big stretch of forest land that invites the ramb 
a lake for the canoeist and the oarsman, extensive grounds that afford opportur 
to enjoy as participant or spectator all manner of out-door sports, elabor 
formal gardens, and historical buildings, relics and associations ; — all these 
things that make Van Cortlandt a Park of unique value. 
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A very beautiful feature in this Park is the formal Colonial Garden in front 
of the Colonial Mansion, comprising about 3% acres, in which there is a notable 
marble fountain bearing the coats-of-arms of the thirteen original States. 

VAN CORTLANDT HOUSE. — The Van Cortlandt House is one cf the olu 
houses within the area of Greater New York, and still in excellent condition. 
It is in the custody of the Colonial Dames of the State of New York. This 
Society has gathered a very interesting collection of Dutch and Colonial house- 
hold furniture and utensils, arms and documents. It is open to the public 
Sunday and every day in the week, excepting Thursday, on which one day 25 
cents admission is charged, which includes a cup of tea served in the old kitchen. 

PELHAM BAY PARK 

Area. — This is the largest Park in the City, including within its boundaries 
1,756 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — The most direct and convenient means of reaching 
. Pelbam Bay Park is via the Westchester Avenue extension of the Fourth Ave.- 
Lexington Ave. Subway Line. Another means of reaching the Park is via the 
Harlem River Branch of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. The 
terminal of this railroad is at Hunt's Point and Whitlock Avenues. For the 
south section of the Park, visitors should alight at the Baychester Station ; for 
the northerly section, at Bartow Station,* now known as the City Island Station. 
A bus line runs from West Farms and from the Pelham Parkway Station of the 
White Plains Avenue Subway extension to City Island, through the Park area. 

The Westchester Avenue cars of the Union Railway run to the Eastern 
; Boulevard entrance of the Park. Visitors can also reach the Park by means of 
the Union Railway Co. cars running on East Tremont Avenue. 

SPECIAL FEATURES. — In this Park is to be found a remarkable combina- 
tion of big stretches of untouched woodland, great expanses of lawn and meadow, 
salt water bays and inlets, islands, and miles and miles of shore front. It is au 
excellent Park for a genuine rural picnic, a shore outing, or any of the popular 
outdoor sports, including golf. 

RECREATIONS. — There are two fine, sandy bathing beaches, maintained by 
the City in this Park. The use of lockers and dressing rooms is obtained by 
the payment of a small fee. Bathers must bring their own suits. 

There is an Athletic Field, containing a running track, and gymnastic 
apparatus, for public use. 

The Rice Memorial Playfield, in this Park, is also equipped with an athletic 
" field, and other interesting features. 



CROTONA PARK 

Area. — This Park has an area of 154.60 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS.— Harlem Division of New York Central Lines— alight 
Claremont Park Station ; walk east four blocks. 

Third Avenue Elevated Railway. — alight Claremont Parkway ; walk one 
block east. 

The Union Railway Company's Lines skirt Crotona Park at several points 
on Third Avenue, Boston Road and Tremont Avenue. 

SPECIAL FEATURES. — This Park is well wooded, containing several groves 
of fine old trees ; has a large, fully equipped athletic field, baseball diamonds, 
tennis courts, an artificial lake, and playgrounds. At the northwest part of this 
Park are the Bronx Borough Administration Buildings. 



CLAREMONT PARK 

Area. — This Park has an area of 38 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS.— Harlem Division of the New York Central Lines,— 
alight Claremont Park Station ; walk one block west. 

Third Avenue Elevated Railway, — alight Claremont Parkway Station ; walk 
west four blocks. 

Webster Avenue line of Union Railway. 

The Zbrowski Mansion, Headquarters of The Bronx Park Department, is 
in Claremont Park 



ST. MARY'S PARK 

Area. — This Park has an area of 34.20 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave. or Seventh Ave.-Broad- 
» way-Lenox Ave. Subway to 149th Street and Third Avenue Station, thence walk 
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three blocks east on 149th Street. Third Avenue Elevated Railway to 149th 
Street Station and thence walk three blocks east on 149th Street. 

The 149th Street crosstown and St. Ann's Avenue trolley lines pass the 
Park, and it may also be reached via the 138th Street crosstown line, alighting^ 
at St. Ann's Avenue and walking five blocks north. 

McCOMB'S DAM PARK J 

Area. — This Park has an area of 27 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — Sixth and Ninth Avenue Elevated Railways to 

Sedgwick Avenue or 162nd Street Stations- 
Seventh Avenue-Broadway Subway to 157th Street, — walk south to loath 

Street ; take surface car eastward. 

Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave.-Jeronie Ave. Subway to 161st Street— wall- 
short distance west. 

Third Avenue Elevated Rnilway to 161st Street Station ; thence by surface 
car west through 163rd and 161st Streets to Park. 

The Park can be reached by means of any trolley transferring to the 16lBt 
163rd Street crosstown trolley line. 

SPECIAL FEATURES. — Three-fifths of this Park are devoted to sports 
There are baseball diamonds, tennis courts, and an athletic field with running 
track. Dressing rooms with shower baths, etc., are provided. There is also a 
fully-equipped playground. The portion of the Park lying along the Harlem 
River is nearly all used by rowing clubs. 

POE PARK 

Area — This Park has an area of 2.35 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — Third Avenue Elevated Railway, or Harlem Division 
of the New York Central Lines, alighting at Fordham Road Station. There is 
here a crosstown trolley line, (Bronx and Van Cortlandt Park Line), and another 
running on Fordham Road, (207th St. Crosstown), either of which will take the 
visitor to the Park. 
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Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave. Subway and Sixth and Ninth Ave. Elevated 
,inea, via Jerome Avenue extension thereof, — alight at Fordham Road Station ; 
ralk three blocks east. 

Webster Avenue, Fordham and Woodlawn, or Willis Avenue and Bedford 
'ark lines of the Union Railway Company, transferring west at Fordham Square. 

This Park was acquired in 1896 and got its name from the little wooden 
ottage that stood on the easterly side of Kingsbridge Road, about opposite the 
■enter of the Park. During the years 1846-49, this cottage was occupied by the 
K>et Edgar Allan Poe. It was here that he wrote many of his poems, including 
'Annabel Lee." Here, Virginia, his invalid wife, died. She was buried from 
he Fordham Manor Dutch Reformed Church. To save this cottage from demo- 
tion, it was moved in 1913 to the northerly end of the Park. It was formally 
tpened to the public on November 15, 1913. 



JOSEPH RODMAN DRAKE PARK 

Area. — This Park contains 2.88 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — The cars of the 163rd Street crosstown trolley 
vine (here running on Hunt's Point Avenue) run to the Park. 

Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave.-Hunt's Point Subway to Hunt's Point Road ; 
.valk short distance east. 

(This Park was created in order to preserve from destruction the old burial- 
ground of the Hunt family, containing the grave of the poet Joseph Rodman 
-Drake, author of the "Culprit Fay", "Bronx" and "Ode to the American Flag." 
The little cemetery contains ancient gravestones of the earliest members of the 
'Hunt family.) 

OLD FORT NUMBER FOUR PARK 

Area. — This Park has an area of 6.71 acres. 

MEANS OF ACCESS. — Fourth Ave.-Lexington Ave. Subway and Sixth and 
-Ninth Avenue Elevated Railway Lines, via Jerome Avenue extension thereof to 
•Kingsbridge Road, — thence walk west to Sedgwick Ave., or take westbound trolley. 

(This Park is a rocky bluff by the roadside, located south-westerly from, 
i and adjacent to the Jerome Park Reservoir, at the intersection of Reservoir and 
Sedgwick Avenues. It is the site of one of the outer defenses which Washington 
built during the Revolution to protect the American army, when it was encamped 
on the Heights of Harlem. A flngstaff marks the site of the old fort. The 
►•rounded earthen mound of the redoubt is clearly marked. When first cleared 
of brambles, at the centre was uncovered an old brick fire-place and part of a 
stone flooring, and nearby were found buttons, buckles, coins and pieces of 
rr crockery. A bronze tablet has been erected on the rocky face of the bluff). 



OTHER PARKS 

The other Parks of The Bronx are all "Neighborhood Parks." They are 
nearly all in a high state of cultivation, with lawns, flowers, shrubs and trees. 

FRANZ SIGEL PARK — (Originally Cedar Park): area, 17.47 acres; loca- 
tion, — between East 153rd and 161st Streets and Walton and Mott Avenues. 

St. JAMES PARK : Area, 11.83 acres ; location, — adjoining St. James Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, on Jerome Avenue, near Fordham Road. 

WASHINGTON BRIDGE PARK : Area, 8.45 acres ; location, — Bronx end of 
Washington Bridge. 

PEVOE PARK: Area, 5.87 acres; location, — Fordham Road, 18Sth Street 
Sedgwick and University Avenues. 

ECHO PARK : Area. 4.0 acres ; location. — west of Webster Avenue and north 
of 177th Street. 

FORT INDEPENDENCE PARK : Area. 2.U7 acres ; location, — in area bounded 
by Sedgwick Avenue, Stevenson Place and Van Cortlandt Avenue, just north of 
the Jerome Park Reservoir. 

UNIVERSITY PARK : Area. 2.75 acres ; location, — the Harlem River slope 
- in front of the grounds of the New York University. 

FULTON PARK : Area, 0.94 acres ; location, — west side of Fulton Avenue, 
169th to 170th Streets. 

MELROSE PARK : Area. 0.83 acres ; location, — east of the Melrose Station 
of the Harlem Division of the New York Central Lines. 

ROSE HILL PARK : Area, 0.72 acres ; location, — Webster Avenue and 
Fordham Road. 

ST. AUGUSTINE PARK: Area. 0.25 acres; location,— junction of 166th 
Street. Fulton and Franklin Avenues.
